TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


Various cablegrams have been re- 


ceived from Shanghai since our last 
issue, all of which seem to indicate 
but one thing—the massacre of the 
foreigners at Pekin. 


It was announced from Shanghai 


last Sunday night, on 
apparently 


good authority, that the foreign lega- 
tions in Pekin had all been destroyed 
on the night of July 6 and 7 and the 
Europeans and Americans massacred, 
this being confirmed by another cable- 
gram, also from Shanghai, stating 
that a telegram received there from 
the governor of Shantung announced 
the killing of the foreigners and de- 
struction of Hie legations, after a gal- 
lant defense,had been made. Accord- 
ing to these cablegrams, on the eve- 
ning of July 6 Prince Tuan led an or- 
ganized attack, the horde advancing in 
three columns on the British legation, 
where all the foreigners had concen- 
trated. For two hours the walls of 
the legation were battered with shot 
and shell and huge breaches made in 
them. Then a general advance was 
ordered, but the fire of the defenders 
was so effective that the 
Chinese 


soldiers and Boxers broke and fled. 
Before another advance was made two 
forces of imperial Chinese troops 
approached to aid the foreigners and 
a battle was fought between them and 
the attacking parties, those who would 
have aided the legationists being driv- 
en off. 


About sunrise on the morning of the 


7tu the ammunition of the foreigners 
gave out and a rush was determined 
upon. All of the little band of gallant 
defenders who had escaped the artil- 
lery fire of the long night met the yel- 
low fiends in a hand-to-hand encount- 
er and not until overwhelming odda 
had 
overcome them was the fight 


ended. The foreigners yet alive when 
the legation was entered were put to 
the sword in a most atrocious manner. 
After all had been massacred the lega- 
tion buildings were burned. 


The only ray of hope calculated to 


dispel the gloom of this appalling pic- 
ture is the following message received 
by Wu Ting Fang, Chinese minister 
at Washington: 


The utmost efforts have been made to 
pro- 


tect foreign ministers who were well on the 
13th. 
(Chinese calendar corresponding to 


our July 9). if Tien Tsin city should be 
destroyed it would be difficult to restore it 
in 100 years. Request the powers to pre- 
serve it as the consequences would atTect 
Chinese aud foreign commerce.

Hung Chang is transferred to North China 
as viceroy to Chihli. Please transmit this 
despatch to the ministers at other capitals. 


This despatch, which is dated July 


10, was signed by Viceroys Liu Kun Yi 
and Chang Chih-Tung, of Nanking, 
and Wu Chang and also by Sheng, 
director of posts and telegraphs al 
Shanghai. 
It was addressed to tae 


Chinese minister in London and oy 
him transmitted to Minister Wu. The 
information that the foreign legations 
were safe was on Tuesday communi- 
cated to the cabinet, but was received 
with expressions of doubt. 
None of 


the members seems to longer hold the 
hope that any foreigner in Pekin is 
safe, even if alive. 
Alarmed by the 


startling news from China, President 
McKinley who had been at his home in 
Canton, 0., hastened to Washington 
and on Tuesday discussed the situation 
with his cabinet and then authorized a 
statement that at present he saw no 
necessity for an extra session of con- 
gress. 
He added that if the time 


should come when he considered an ex- 
tra session necessary to give him addi- 
tional men, money or authority, he 
would not hesitate to call one. An 
army of at least 10,000 men will be sent 
to China. 


The allied troops in Tien Tsin met 


with a disastrous repulse in an attack 
upon the native city on July 13. The 
Ninth United States Infantry was con- 
spicuous in the attack. News of the 
disaster came to Washington officially 
in a cable message from Admiral 
Remey, dated Chefu, July 16. He 
gives the following list of losses: 


Russians, 100, including a colonel. 
Americans, 30, including Colonel Liscum 


and Captain Davis, of marines, killed, and 
several officers wounded. 
British, over 40. 
Japanese, 53, including a colonel. 
French 'J5. 
Admiral Remey's despatch indicates 


that there were two attacks, one in 
the morning and one in the evening. 
The attack in the evening "was re- 
pulsed with great loss." 


The allies renewed the attack on 


July 14 and succeeded in capturing the 
city and forts. The allied army lost 
about 800 men. 
The Chinese losses 


were heavy. The fall of Tien Tsin 
was reported 
officially by Admiral 


Remey in a despatch to the navy de- 
partment at Washington. 
It was 


dated Chefu, July 17. He said: 


"The city and forts \ot Tien Tsin) 


are now in the hands of the allies."

Pleasure Seekera Killed and Injured at 


Johnstown. 


From Wednesday's Johnstown Trib- 


une we glean 'the following: ^ "The 
worst accident at the local Pennsyl- 
vania railroad station since September 
14, 1866, when President Johnson and 
General Grant visited here and the 
platform gave way, killing four per- 
sons and injuring 350, took place 
shortly before 8 o'clock this forenoon, 
when a freight train plunged into a 
crowd of 3,700 people trying to board 
an excursion train bound for Altoona 
to spend the day at the annual outing 
of the Ancient Order of United Work- 
men of Johnstown, Indiana and Du- 
Bois lodges in Lakemont Park, 


"By this morning's accident five 


persons were injured, two of whom 
are dead, the life of a third is hanging 
in the balance; the fourth, a woman, 
is terribly maimed for life, if, indeed, 
she, too, does not succumb to her in- 
juries, while the fifth is but slightly 
hurt. These are the victims: 


'•JAMES C. BEGLEY, editor of the Wind- 


ber Journal, bruised and cut and buffering 
concussion of the brain. 
"ANNIE BEGLEY, wife of the above, 


whose left foot was entirely severed from 
her body, and the leg so badly crushed as 
to necessitate amputation above the knee. 


"LUTHER BEGLEY, their son, aged 


eighteen mouths, so barlly crushed and 
bruised that death resulted at 9:30 o'clock. 


"FRANK URBACH, Sr., a tailor, living 


on Hamilton Terrace, Upper Yoder town- 
ship bruised and cut, but not seriouslv. 
"FRANK 0RBACH, his son, aged thir- 


teen, skull crushed and arm cut oil; died at 
2:40 
this afternoon.

"At the lower end of the platform 


the engine struck Editor James C. 
Begley, of the Windber Jourmil; Mrs 
Annie Begley, his 
wife, 
and their 


son — Luther 
was knocked 


eighteeu-months' - old 
Begley. Mrs. Begley

the flying freight, which completely 
severed her left foot and passed over 
her leg between the knee and thigh. 
Mr. Begley was struck on the head 
and stunned, and the child had its 
skull fractured. * * * 


"About an hour and a half after the 


Begley child arrived at the hospital he 
passed away without regaining con- 
sciousness. 
Dr. A. N. Wakefield, as- 


sisted by two other physicians, found 
it necessary to amputate Mrs Begley's 
leg at the hip. Mr. Begley is suffer- 
ing from concussion of the brain and 
has been conscious only occasionally 
since the accident occurred. He is 
about thirty-five years of age and his 
wife about thirty."

man Catholic mission three miles from 
the Koreau boundary and fifty miles 
from the American mines. This means 
an extension of the Boxer movement 
into Manchuria.

tion at Shanghai has telegraphed his 
government that, according to Chinese 
information, the foreigners in Pekin 
have taken refuge in the palace of 
Prince Ching.

Accidents Galore. 


The following has been going the 


rounds: "Adam Garlick, of Tatesville, 
fell out of a wagon, and was run over 
and his collar bone and two ribs 
broken. This is the man whose chief 
boast is that he has met with more 
accidents than any man living. A few 
weeks ago while working on a saw-mill 
he had three fingers sawed off, which 
left him with only one finger on each 
hand. During the civil war Garliek 
was shot through the wrist and was 
struck in the eye with a spent ball, 
which somewhat impaired the sight 
of that organ. He also received a cut 
from a sabre over the other eye during 
his service in the army. He has had 
his arm broken five times, been cut in 
the foot and wrist with an ax, dragged 
down a steep mountain by the heels 
in a runaway team, bitten by a rattle- 
snake on the hand, causing the ampu- 
tation of three fingers, was run over 
by a wagon loaded with coal, and got 
so badly stung with honey bees that 
he was unconscious for several hours. 
He was struck in the abdomen with an 
ax and was knocked down while work- 
ing on a grindstone and picked up for 
dead. He has had his ribs all broken 
and one of his ankles split while peel- 
ing bark and a big gash cut in the 
other while mowing hay. It is feared 
that the last accident will be fatal as 
Mr. Garlick is an old man."

The following article, written by 


Historian Edgar W. Elasaler, of Pitts- 
burg, appeared in the Wilmerding 
Neios of Friday: 
To the Editor of the Sews:— 


I have read with great interest the 


papers by W. H. Morrow on the early 
history and reminiscences of the Tur- 
tle Creek valley. In his first paper 
Mr. Morrow spoke of Gilbert Frazier 
as the first white man who lived on 
the site of Braddock and recalled a 
tradition that Frazier was a clever 
player on the bagpipes, The history 
of this pioneer ought to be of much 
interest to the people of Braddock and 
the valley, as he was the first to set 
up a civilized habitation in that region 
and I believe I may be able to add afew 
definite items concerning his neglect- 
ed history. 


The man in question was John 


Fraser. la the old documents his 
name is spelled three ways, Frazer, 
Frazier and Fraser, but in his day 
most persons spelled by sound. Fraser 
is the Scottish manner of spelling that 
name and is the form used by the 
pioneer's descendants. 


John Fraser was born in Scotland 


and came to America a short time 
after the suppression of the rebellion 
of 1745. In that affair the Frasers 
were adherents of the Stewarts and I 
suspect that John was a refugee be- 
cause of his participation in the up- 
rising. In 1748 the government of 
Pennsylvania granted to John Fraser 
a license to trade with the Indians. 
He began business with the Senecas 
and Muncys on the upper Allegheny 
river and built a log cabin at the 
mouth of French creek, where Frank- 
lin is located. In the summer of the 
following 
year 
along 
came Capt 


Louis Celeron with a large force of 
French and Canadian soldiers and 
caused Fraser to Jlee from that region, 
which the French claimed. Chabert 
de Joncaire, as Indian agent for tae 
French, took possession of Fraser's 
cabin, hoisted a French ttig over it 
and continued to dwell there for sev- 
eral years. 


It was then that Fraser built his 


second cabin on the Monongahela river 
at the mouth of Turtle creek. The 
French claim rendered it unsafe for 
him to live on either the Allegheny or 
the Ohio, but the post at Turtle creek 
was close enough to the Indian villages 
for his trading purposes. Washington 
stopped at Fraser's cabin on his 3our- 
ney to Le Boeuf, in November, 1753, 
and again on his return from the 
north a month later. It was in compa- 
ny with Fraser and in one of Fraser's 
canoes that Washington went' to visit 
Queen, Alliqnippa, in the forks of the 
Yough, (at Reynoldtown). 


In January, 1734, the governor of 


Virginia appointed officers of a volun- 
teer company to build a fort at the 
juncture of the Allegheny and Monon- 
gahela rivers. William Trent, a Penn- 
sylvania trader, was captain; John 
Fraser, lieutenant, and Edward Ward, 
ensign. When he accepted his commis- 
sion Fraser received permission to 
spend a part of his time on his planta- 
tion at Turtle creek and to visit the 
work going on at the Forks at stated 
intervals. About 40 men were enlisted 
and the construction of the fort on the 
present site of Pittsburg was begun 
about the first of April. On. April 17, 


1754, 
Contrecoeur, with a large French 


force, appeared on the scene, forced 
the Virginians to surrender and took 
possession of the incomplete works. 
On this occasion both Captain Trent 
and Lieutenant Fraser were absent, 
the former attending to military affairs 
at Cumberland and the latter at his 
Turtle creek home, probably looking 
after his spring planting. 
For this 


absence, Trent and Fraser were tried 
by court martial, but were acquitted. 


Washington 
recommended 
Fraser 


for adjutant of the Virginia regiment, 
so that John must have been some- 
what of a scribe. This office apparent- 
ly was not bestowed or accepted, for 
Fraser moved into Pennsylvania and 
made a settlement in the Tuscarora 
valley. 
On October 2, 1755, a band of

Cannot Live Half Imperialist anil Half lie- 


pnbllcan—The Administration Favors a 


Large Inoreafle In the Regular Army. 


Special correspondence of TEE GAZETTE. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—The Repub- 


licans are beginning to realize that the 
opposition of our German voters to im- 
perialism is not a mere passing whim, 
but is based upon principle, which will 
cause many thousand votes cast for 
McKinley in 1896 to be cast for Bryan 
and Stevenson this year. Dr. L. W. 
Habercom, who was head of the Ger- 
man literary bureau of the Republican 
national committee during the last 
campaign and who is now supporting 
the Democratic ticket, has made pub- 
lic a statement of his reasons for aban- 
doning Ihe Republican party, from 
which this is quoted: 
"Expansion 


of the Union on the American conti- 
nent is proper. Expansion, not of the 
Union, but by the acquisition of pos- 
sessions which are to be governed as 
dependencies, subject only to the will 
and caprice of our executive 
and 


congress, unrestricted by the constitu- 
tion, and without the consent and 
against the wishes of the people to be 
governed, who thereby become sub- 
jects, is, in my opinion, improper, un- 
just and un-republican; the govern- 
ment of the United States is thereby 
transformed into an imperial govern- 
ment for our possessions. A govern- 
ment with imperial power over pos- 
sessions cannot long remain republic- 
an at home. 
As the 
government 


could not have lived half slave and 
half free, so it cannot live half imperi- 
alist and half republican. 
The for- 


eign policy adopted by the Republican 
party embroils us in all the quarrels 
of the world and entangles us in for- 
eign alliances. 
It has already en- 


tangled us in one—an unwritten alli- 
ance with Great Britain. Since Brit- 
ish diplomacy succeeded in persuading 
our administration and onr peace com- 
missioners to force Spain to cede to us 
the quickly withdrawing shadow of its 
already expelled sovereignty over the 
Philippines we have been compelled to 
go hand in hand with England. The 
Republican party now stands for the 
imperialistic expansion and is already 
busy cultivating the spirit of milita- 
rism. The Democratic party has earn- 
estly, clearly and forcibly pronounced 
against imperialism and its resultant 
evils, for the preservation of the re- 
public and the constitution. 
The issue 


is thus made up, and I consider it my 
plain duty to help maintain the repub- 
lic by such efforts as I can make, hum- 
ble though they are. 


Gen. 
Leonard Wood, military gover- 


nor of Cuba, is coming to Washington, 
this week to consult with the adminis- 
tration, or so much of it as can be 
found on duty, about the constitution- 
al convention the Cubans are shortly 
to hold. Secretary Root says of this 
conference: "In arranging for a con- 
stitutional convention, General Wood 
and I will talk about the districts to 
be made in Cuba for the election. We 
will discuss the time for holding the 
the election, what number of dele 
gates should constitute the convention 
and the apportionent of these dele- 
gates among the districts or divisions." 
Others say, however, that all these 
things could easily have been arranged 
without General Wood's coming to 
Washington, and that the real reason 
for this trip is to arrange something 
which it was feared could not be safely 
trusted either to the mails or to the 
wires—whether the administration de- 
sires official pressure to be used to get 
a majority elected to the Cuban con^ti- 
tutional convention, that can be de- 
pended upon to support a declaration 
by the convention in favor of annexa-

that valley and captured two members 
of Fraser's family. One of these was 
Jennie McClain, a girl raised by Fraser 
and generally called Jennie Fraser. 
The girl was in a field with some 
laborers and when the Indians came 
upon them Jennie mounted behind a 
man on one of the horses. The animal 
was hit with a bullet, sprang aside and 
threw Jennie off. 
The animal recover- 


ed and carried its male rider to safety, 
but Jennie was caught by the Indians. 
She was taken to the Delaware town 
of Kuskuskee, on the Beaver river.and 
kept in captivity for more than two 
years, when she escaped. 


Immediately after this Indian raid 


John Fraser fled to Fort Cumberland, 
where he was appointed to look after 
the arsenal. He served, also, during 
the continuance of the French and 
Indian war, as an express rider for 
Colonel Washington. When the pro- 
vincial troops belonging to General 
Forbes built Fort Bedford (now Bed- 
ford, Pa.), in the summer of 1758, John 
Fraser moved from Cumberland to 
Raystown and built the first cabin 
outside the British fort. 


In November, 1S58, Christian Fred- 


erick Post, a Moravian missionary, 
passed through Bedford on his way 
to the Beaver river as a peace agent 
from Governor Denny. He was ac- 
companied by several Delaware In- 
dians, one of whom was Pisquetumen, 
a war captain, from Kuskuskee. It 
chanced that Post lodged over night 
and there Pisquetumen recognized 
Jennie Fraser as the young woman 
who escaped from Kuskuskee. Post 
says in his journal that Pisquetumen 
gave Jennie a hard scolding for run- 
ning away, hut in the morning the 
Indian captain and Jennie made up 
and parted as friends. 


John Fraser spent the rest of his 


life as a farmer at Bedford. In 1773 
he was appointed justice of the peace 
for Bedford county, being named first 
in the governor's 
commission. His 


son, William Fraser, born in 1759, 
had the distinction of being the first 
white native of Bedford county. He 
lived to a very old age.

congress, when the election will be 
over, for a large increase in the regu- 
lar army. This is not a guess. It is 
based upon plans now being made by 
the war department to keep 40,000 
soldiers in the Philippines, to do police 
duty, after July 1, 1901, when the two 
year terms of the volunteers now over 
there will expire. Present laws pro- 
vide for a regular army of less than 
40,000 men and of course, the entire 
army cannot be kept in the Philip- 
pines. Therefore, it is absolutely cer- 
tain that the present plans of the war 
deportment are based upon the ex- 
pectation that congress in the legisla- 
tion for the fiscal year beginning July 
1, 1901, will provide for a larger regu- 
lar army. Men are not likely to fall 
over each other in their anxiety to 
enlist in the regular army to do police 
duty in the Philippines or anywhere 
else. So the next step after increasing 
the regular army, in the Republican 
imperial programme, is likely to be 
a law providing for compulsory ser- 
vice therein by our young men. Of 
course, that would not worry those 
with pull enough to keep their sons 
out, but how about the ordinary man 
who has no pull ? 


When Perry Heath was chosen to 


succeed Representative Dick, as secre- 
tary of the Republican national com- 
mittee, it was simply changing one 
Uanna-made man.for another.

Following is the speech of Governor 


Charles S. Thomas, of Colorado, tem- 
porary chairman of the Democratic na- 
tional convention, in session at Kansas 
City, July 4 : 


We meet under most auspicious in- 


fluences. On the nation's birthday, in 
a great central city of the republic, 
at the close and opening of -a century, 
we come together to reafflrm our alle: 


giance to the principles of Thomas Jef- 
ferson and our loyalty to their greatest 
living exponent. 


The line of division between political 


forces became therefore sharply d. fin- 
ed in 1890 upon what was called the 
money question. 
That question in- 


volved, as we then asserted and as we 
now know, every other economic prob- 
lem. 
It embraced within its wide 


limitations the issue of labor and capi- 
tal, of combination and competition, of 
production, transportation and dis- 
tribution. It was predicted that the 
defeat of bimetallism would be followed 
by the retirement of all forms of gov- 
ernment currency, by the dedication of 
the power of note issue to the holders 
of the national obligation, the practi- 
cal consolidation of all lines of trans- 
portation and the consequent domina- 
tion of every commercial pursuit by a 
score of colossal monopolies. These 
predictions have in general been veri- 
fied. 


THE MABCII OF COXSOI.IDATION. 


Democratic defeat had scarcely been 


recorded when the march of consolida- 
tion was resumed. Every pursuit that 
engages the attention of man has been 
exploited, capitalized and appropriated. 
The earth and the waters round about 
it have been explored for subjects ol 
monopoly and those who have thun- 
dered against unsound money have 
used the printing press and the en- 
graver's art to turn out thousands of 
millions of fictitious values, to whose 
profit the toilers and consumers pay 
constant tribute. Consolidations suc- 
ceed consolidations, and as they lessen 
in number, they enlarge in the volume 
of their real and fictitious accumula- 
tions and their more despotic sway 
over all material and political inter- 
ests. These evils, startling in their 
magnitude and inevitable in their con- 
sequences, must either culminate in 
one immense aggregation, all-powerful 
and all-absorbing, to be arrested and 
dissolved by the force of an aroused 
public opinion finding expression at 
the polls in support of the nominees 
of this convention. 


The crisis in our commercial affairs, 


whose issue, presented in an acute 
from to the voters of 1900, is that of 
industrial despotism as against the 
liberty of the citizen. 


Democracy wages no war against 


wealth. 
The wealth that comes as 


the reward of honest industry and thrift 
commands and must receive the en- 
couragement and protection of all. But

The greenback and the 
treasury note are retired, an inert mass 
of $130,000,000 in gold is to be kept in 
the treasury by the issue of bonds 
whenever necessary, the currency must 
shrink and swell as the .judgment of 
selfishness shall dictate and the pre- 
tended menace of bimetallism against 
"sound money" and the national honor 
has been evaded. 


Against this iniquitous scheme of

founded upon 


them and issued by the government as 
the embodiment of our sovereignty.

Through all 
vicissitudes of political fortune the 
needle of the compass points to that as 
the magnetic star of sound national 
policy. 


The phenomenal increase in the an- 


nual output of gold has materially 
added to the general stock of primary 
money and relieves some part of the 
stress of contraction which succeeded 
the closure of the Indian mints to sil- 
ver in 1804. The consequent improve- 
ment in business and industrial condi- 
tions may be traced directly to this 
fact, although the failure of crops in 
various portions of the world and the 
waging of a great offensive war, with 
its 
accompanying 
expenditure of 


treasure, have contributed to the gen- 
eral result. The enlargement of the sum 
of our metallic money has cheapened 
its value, stimulated prices and set the 
wheels of enterprise again in motion. 


No more signal demonstration of the 


bimetallist contention was ever wit- 
nessed. Had the concurrent coinage 
and circulation of the two metals been 
uninterrupted, they would have kept 
the quantity of our money of redemp- 
tion in harmony with our national 
growth and our development apace 
with the increase of wealth and popu- 
lation. The terrible crises of the past 
quarter of a century, with their at- 
tendant 
miseries 
and bankruptcy, 


would have been avoided and pros- 
perity would have remained with us 
unbroken and enduring. 


SEEDS OF BIMETALLISM 


The sentiment which animates the 


American volunteer and makes him 
Erst among soldiers finds its inception 
in popular government, in the identi- 
fication of the citizen with the repub- 
lic. 
The same spirit impels American 


sympathy wherever democracy battles 
for existence or struggles for estab- 
lishment. Wherever freedom makes a 
stand or liberty utters a protest they 
find response in the hearts and hopes 
of our people. Love of independence 
is confined to no land or latitude. In 
sunny France, in the South American 
republics, on the boundless veldts of 
South Africa, it has given strength to 
arms that fight and courage to hearts 
that beat for home and liberty. It 
lias been baptized in the best blood of 
martyred heroes everywhere. "Bat- 
tled oft,it never dies," and we who have 
for a century battled in the sunlight 
its of blessed presence pay instinct- 
ive homage to its defenders in other 
climes. May the day never come when 
a free people, struggling against the 
dismemberment 
or 
destruction of 


their country, shall look in vain for 
sympathy and consolation to us as 
their exemplars. 


We would build the Nicaragua canal 


as an American enterprise for the 
American people. We would operate 
it in times of peace and control it in 


to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or 
control over the island, except for the 
pacification thereof, and asserted our 
determination when that was accom- 
plished to leave the government and 
control of the island to its people. 


The conditions of the ensuing war 


sent Admiral Dewey to the distant 
Philippines, where another people en- 
gaged in the same struggle with the 
same oppressors appealed to the same 
impulses of our nature. 
There he 


broke the power of Spain,which, suing 
for peace, submitted to the liberation 
of Cuba and the cession of Porto Kico. 
Our government disdained the spirit of 
its manifesto of April and became the 
purchaser of the Philippines in Janu- 
ary. Since then we have given Cuba 
the benefit of our civic institutions by 
governing her through the war de- 
partment. We have kept faith with 
Porto Rico by substituting the sugar 
baron for the Castilian duke, and con- 
firmed the Philippine estimate of the 
white man by prolonging the Span- 
iards' methods of colonial government 
in those islands of the far-off seas. 


The national sympathy for all who 


seek self-government has been made 
the instrument by which cupidity and 
greed hold a feeble nation in thralldom. 
The right of purchase is invoked to 
justify the adoption of a so-called 
colonial policy by the great western 
republic, and her glorious institutions 
are declared to be for home consump- 
tion, with prohibitive duties against 
their exportation. 


We would have no colonial system. 


Its pestilential brood has already 
hacked 
in the 
Havana 
postofBce 


and has grown apace for months 
in distant Manila. 
It is the fruit- 


ful mother of oppression and mal- 
administration. 
It has no 
place 


in the domain of a republic. 
It 


cannot live in the atmosphere of free- 
dom. 
It is an asylum of dishonesty 


and incompetency. It broods wrong 
and scandal. It makes a tyrant of the 
ruler, a rebel of the ruled. It deceives 


extension of slarery and destroy that 
institution. It appeals to the moral 
forces of the republic, and founded 
its organization upon the" principles of 
the Declaration of Independence. 
It 


was triumphant. A great war, waged 
under 
its administration, 
effaced 


slavery from tbe land and forever de- 
termined the integrity of the Union. 
Since then it has undergone complete 
and marvelous change. It once de- 
clared its opposition to "all combina- 
tions of capital" 


It has become the exponent and de- 


fender of capital in all ils forms; the 
protector of every political evil that 
has arisen since the war to apsail or 
menace the welfare of the citizen. The 
emancipator of the negro, it has foster- 
ed those commercial conditions which 
are fast establishing a system of indus- 
trial slavery. Onee solemnly declar- 
ing "the maintenance of the principles 
of the Declaration of Independence 
and embodied in the federal constitu- 
tion to be essential to the preservation 
of our republican institutions," it now 
maintains the right to govern subject 
peoples by the sword. Once declaring 
in favor of bimetallism and "condemn- 
ing the policy of the Democratic ad- 
ministration in its efforts to demonet- 
ize silver," it now renounces that 
ancient doctrine and claims credit for 
its complete destruction. More recent- 
ly declaring for Cuban independence, 
it scarcely disguises its present pur- 
pose to absorb that island. 


ITS ONLY STANDAHD. 


There was a time when it put its 


trust in the people. Since then it has 
put the people in its trusts. There was 
a time when its standards were lofty 
and ennobling. Its only standard now 
is Standard Oil. 
There was a time 


when its ideals shone forth like pre- 
cious gems through the dust and heat 
of party strife. Its ideals are the party 
machine and the party campaign fund. 
Its battle cry years ago was "Freedom 
and the Union !" If credit be given to 
one of its modern leaders its motto for 
1900 is "Gold and Glory." It is a far 
cry from the ringing tocsin of 1860 to 
the buccaneer refrain of 1900; yet it 
well typifies the shameful transforma- 
tion. If to its alliterative attraction 
we add monopoly and militarism with 
trusts and taxation, and place the 
dollar mark above them on its waving 
banners, the world will gaze upon the 
composite picture of its last official dec- 
laration. 


TI1K APPEAL. 


Against the continuance of this party 


in power we enter protest. With man 
exalted above the dollar, the constitu- 
tion against the combination, the 
equality of all before the law, with 
solemn promises to correct the abuses 
of administration and to enforce those 
fundamentals of government which 
secure exact justice to all, we shall not 
appeal in vain to the wisdom, the in- 
telligence and the patriotism of the 
American people.

It robs and plunders the subject peo- 
ple. It is an instrument of despotism 
and an antagonist of democracy. It 
requires for its successful operation a 
permanent military establishment. 


We believe in that expansion which 


under Democratic rnle brought half 
the continent as a galaxy ol common- 
wealths into the Union. We denounce 
that expansion which, by contact, 
overcomes the people 'of a 'hemisphere 
under the pretext of giving them 
liberty, which governs them by force, 
which denies to them the rights of 
citizens, which subjects the American 
workman to the competition of hordes 
of Orientals from the so-called Ameri- 
can provinces to take his place at the 
forge, in the field and in the factory. 


We would form political alliances 


with no countries 
whatever. 
We 


neither need nor desire them. 
For 


times of war. We would fortify, not- 
withstanding the protests 
or the 


objections of trans-Atlantic powers. 
We would share the benefits and re- 
sponsibilities of its management with 
DO associates. We would concede its 
advantages in times of peace to other 
nations under terms and conditions of 
our own prescription and deny to 
them, and to all of them, any other 
identification with its affairs. 


If the enormous gold yield of the 


past five years were indefinitely pro- 
longed and the ares of the gold stand- 
ard were not extended the needs of 
bimetallism would be relatively incon- 
sequent. But the production of gold 
and silver oscillates, one or the other 
always preponderating. The pendulum 
will s gain swing to the other extreme. 
Bimetallism, knowing this, knows also 
that the crisis returns if man shall re- 
ject the offering nature presents for 
our continued 
prosperity. Looking 


backward over the past and forward to 
the coming years, we ask this great 
nation to provide against recurrence of 
disaster by adhering to the system of 
finance which the fathers crystallized 
in the constitution, and base its future 
policy on more secure foundation. 


BROKEN PLEDGES. 


The prevailing sentiment of Demo- 


cratic sympathy for all people strug- 
gling for the blessings of liberty com- 
pelled the administration two years 
ago to interfere with the despotic 
tyranny of Spain over Cuba, and se- 
cured to the oppressed people of that 
island the right of self-government.

demand a better understanding with 
the mother land. This and other con- 
siderations, continually suggested and 
favorably received, justify our protest 
against any bond of international 
union. 


It is as true now as ever that it is 


folly in one nation to look for disin- 
terested favors from another, that it 
must pay with a portion of its inde- 
pendence for whatever it may accept 
under that character. There can be 
no greater error than to expect or 
calculate upon real favors from nation 
to nation. It is an illusion which ex- 
perience must cure; which a just pride 
ought to discard. 


We would relieve the people of the 


burden of taxation. If administrative 
authority is to be credited the Spanish- 
American conflict ended eight months 
ago 


The same authority tells us with 


every moon that the Philippine in- 
surrection is over. 
The treasury ia 


bursting with a plethoric revenue, 
millions whereof are deposited with 
favorite banks, which lend it to the 
people on their own terms, that the 
volume of circulation may not suffer 
diminution. 
Notwithstanding these 


conditions there ia no surcease of taxa- 
tion. Unnecessary taxation is unjust 
taxation, and unjust taxation,by what- 
ever name it may be called, is the 
plunder of the citizen by his govern- 
ment. 


We would investigate the public ex- 


penditures and demand an accounting 
for the millions that have been lavish- 
ed in the purchase of naval stores and 
war munitions, in supplies, equipment 
and transportation.

James D. Richardson, of Tennessee, 


the Democratic leader in the house of 
representatives, as permanent chair- 
man of the Democratic national con- 
vention, held at Kansas City, said : 


The last great national contest lor 


supremacy was fought m&inly upon 
one issue—that is to say, one issue was 
paramount in the struggle. That issue 
was familiarly called "Sixteen to One."

REPUBLIC AQAIXST UMPIRE. 


First—The issue fraught with inde- 


scribable importance to our people, 
native born and those who have for 
patriotic reasons cast their fortunes 
with us, namely, that of the republic 
against the empire. On this part alone 
of the sixteen, if there were no other, 
we confidently expect to win a sweep- 
ing victory in November, The repub- 
lican party stands for the empire; the 
Democratic party stands for the re- 
public, for the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the constitution of our 
country. 


FOSTERING OF TRVST5. 


Second—The paternal and fostering 


care given by those with whom we 
contend to the combinations of corpo- 
rations and companies into powerful 
organizations, 
familiarly known as 


trusts. Under three years of Republic- 
an rule, while they controlled the pres- 
idency, the senate and the house of 
representatives—that is, the law-mak- 
ing power of the government—trusts 
have been propagated and fostered by 
legislation until they not only domi- 
nate all markets, both the buying and 
selling, but defy the very power of the 
government itself. 


The farcical efforts put forth by the

Third—Called to power March 4, 


Is'JT, under a pledge to reform the cur- 
rency, they seized the first opportunity 
to fasten upon the land the highest 
protective tariff law ever put upon the 
statute books of any country, not to 
raise rerenue, but to give protection to 
fuvored manufacturers. 
It failed to 


raise sufficient revenue for the govern- 
ment, but answered the purpose of en- 
riching the favored few, while it rob- 
bed the many, and at the same time 
brought forth trusts to plague us as 
numerous as the lice and locusts of 
Egypt. Their high protective tariff is 
the mother of trusts. 


BKTRAYAL OF BIMETALLISM. 


Fourth—This administration came 


into power with a solemn declaration 
in favor of bimetallism and a pledge 
to promote it. It has failed to keep 
that pledge.

The 
Rritish government is relieving the sit- 
uation by gratuitously feeding the in- 
firm, the aged, the emaciated and the 
children. The ablebodled are employ- 
ed on cash wages in building reser- 
•oirs and irrigation works, railway em- 
bankments, roads, ett., which will 
croatly mitigate future famines. About 
(i,000,000 are now ic daily receipt of of- 
ficial relief. Connected with the camps 
arc hospitals where those In the ex- 
tremes of emaciation are nursed back 
to strength. The death rate is by far 
the greatest in tlie native states where 
government control is least. 
Here, 


however, the government is assisting 
by loans of money and of the services 
of pxperienrcd officers. 
Already the 


authorities h.-ue spent $47,000,000. 


With the failure of crops in the fnm- 


IIH> area there began a flow of grain 
Irom other parts of India and other 
i oiintries. 
From Burma alone there 


was imported in ten months 427,000 
tons of rice, worth $70,000,000. Mer- 
chants have curried grain everywhere, 
and the price has remaised fairly uni- 
form at a, cost only twice that of ordi- 
nary years. There are millions of peo- 
ple, however, who have no money and 
no work. It is these moneyless mil- 
lions for whom lielp or death Is the 
only alternative. 


In spite of all that can be done by the government there is a vast field for 


the private charity now being so splendidly supplied by America. Britain and 
her colonies and various European countries. Doubtless the most efficient 
agency for distribution of this private benevolence is the body of several hun- 
dred Ameiican and European missionaries located in the famine districts, 
whose experienced services are treely given to this work of humanity.

WASHINSTO!!, July 17.—Feeling in 


this city and in the east generally in 
regard to the Democratic 
platform 


seems to have shifted as rapidly as it 
did in Kansas City when the crisis 
came. There is no denying that when 
the news was first flashed here that 
Bryan had influenced the convention to 
endorse silver the Democrats in this city 
felt disheartened. 
Twenty-four hours 


later they realized that Bryan was 
right and that any faintest measure 
that could be twisted into a retreat 
from silver would have damaged the 
party more than any possible affirma- 
tion. They realized that any hesitan- 
cy would expose Bryan to a charge of 
demagogiBm and to that of longing for 
victory at any price, which would be 
fearfully damaging in the campaign. 
They realized, too, that it would not 
be wise, politically, to risk alienating 
any of the six and a half million votea 
cast for the ticket in 1806 in the hope of 
gaining a few hundred thousand eaat 
for the gold Democratic ticket in that 
year. In short, by Friday morning, 
Democrats here had made up their 
minds that Bryan had saved the party 
from a serious mistake. To re-affirm 
the silver plank and then to subordi- 
nate it to imperialism is now consider- 
ed the stroke of a master mind, and it 
is believed that the party's chances of 
success this fall have been improved 
tremendously by the action. 


The Republicans are somewhat dis- 


turbed over the effects of the Prohibi- 
tion ticket this fall. It is feared by 
them that thousands of their party, 
who object to McKinleyism without 
being willing to go over to the Demo- 
crats, will take refuge in the Prohibi- 
tion fold, and by so doing may turn 
over several doubtful states to Bryan, 
Thus the party enabled the Democrats 
to elect Mr. Cleveland in 1984, when 
John P. St. John received 151,809 votes, 
fifteen times as many as the Prohibi- 
tion party had ever polled before. In 
1888 the party swelled its vote to 249,- 


907. 
In 1892 there was a further gain. 


But in 18116 the party split on the silver 
issue and both factions, supporting 
separate presidential tickets, polled 
only 1-16,»90 votes, a falling of 60 per 
cent, from high-water mark. 
This 


year there is a marked increase of ani- 
mosity toward the Republican party 
by reason of the failure of the scheme 
to abolish the army canteen. The pres- 
ident has been virulently assailed by 
a number of clergymen of his own 
church. They seem to be more vindic- 
tive toward him than they were toward 
Mr. Blaiue and hope to repeat this 
year the exploit of 1SS4, when they 
gave the electoral vote of the Empire 
state lo Mr. Cleveland. 


President McKinley,who alone of all 


the headb of governments of the great 
powers has chosen the present critical 
moment in China to leave the capital 
and go ou a vacation, is said to have 
become convinced over the long dis- 
tance 'phone that he made a mistake 
in superseding and punishing Admiral 
Kempff for refusing to join in the de- 
mand of the powers for the surrender 
of the Taku forts, thus driving the 
Chinese army into the arms of the 


Boxers" and bringing 
about 
the 


peril and probable destruction of the 
ministers. In any event, it is entirely 
certain that the president is once 
more occupying himself with his old 
pastime, so well followed in the inter- 
val just preceding the Spanish war, of 
wabbling.
